From the long list of thousands of varieties we and others have brought into commerce over 
a period of many years, you will find in this section only those that have survived the test for 
plant vigor and blooming habits in most parts of the United States. 

The everblooming Roses give beautiful flowers over the longest season, beginning about 
ten weeks after they are planted in spring and repeat right up until late frosts. Those planted 
in the fall produce their finest blooms the first year in early summer and continue throughout 
the season. Practically all Everblooming Hybrid Tea Roses are fragrant at some time of the 
day. Most of them are hardy all over the United States if protected in winter as recommended 
on the cultural instructions that accompany each shipment. 


SPACING: Average 15 to 18 inches apart each way. This does not mean that Hybrid Tea 
Roses must be planted in a bed by themselves. When they are planted in quantities, then one 
should keep them together to simplify maintenance. However, delightful effects are obtained 
by planting groups of 3 to 5 near the edges of shrubbery borders even though it may be in 
partial shade. The tested varieties in this section will thrive in an ordinary garden soil capable 
of growing other deciduous plants, vegetables or even a good crop of weeds. 


HEIGHTS: Where letter follows name, D indicates 1 to 1% feet; T, 3 feet and over. All 
others are average height, 2 to 2’ feet.

The flowers resemble the Hybrid Teas in form, although they are 
smaller in size. Flowers are borne in graceful bouquet-like clusters and fill the garden with 


bright blooms from spring until fall. 


Besides planting them informally in Rose beds for mass color, they are very much at home 
in front of taller, hardy shrub borders. Then too, the day is here when more Floribundas are 
used for permanent border or hedge planting instead of the more common privet, barberry, 
or perhaps the wild Rosa Multiflora.

Flower size 
is not necessarily as large as Hybrid Teas 
but larger than the average Floribunda. At 
times they may produce flowers on individual 
stems.

It may be said there have been Ever- 
blooming varieties with relatively tall or 
shrubby growth heretofore but up until 
now they were generally termed ‘‘Shrub 
Roses”? for lack of a more suitable term 
whereas we believe the new word Grandi- 
flora will more adequately describe them.

Perfection in size of flower, fragrance, disease resistance and strength of growth predominate in this class, and 
while most varieties flower only in June and July, many will repeat throughout the summer and fall, a few even repeat- 
ing heavily enough to rival some of the Hybrid Teas.

Their uses are varied. They can be grown as bedding Roses at a height of 3 to 4 feet, or allowed to grow into 
shrubs up to 6 feet in height. A few of the more vigorous growers can be trained as pillars, giving remarkable displays

PLANTING DISTANCE: Average 212 to 3 feet. 


PRUNING: If desired as a bedding plant, cut down to 15 to 18 inches. For shrub type, 2 feet or over, as desired. 
For pillar Rose, allow to grow to desired height, cut out dead wood or enough to keep plant within bounds. 

SUMMER PRUNING: Hybrid Perpetuals sometimes outgrow their allotted room, in which case cut the canes back 
to 12 feet.

Charming landscape effects are achieved with these Roses when they are planted in shrubbery borders or in small 
groups where Roses are desired instead of the more common flowering shrubs. They do not require special soil prep- 
aration or coddling of any kind. They are hardy and disease-resistant as the Rugosas and offer a wider color range 
and variation in height. Many are everblooming or remontant, as noted, producing plenty of good blooms inter- 
mittently after the June crop. Space them about 3 to 4 feet apart; prune or cut out the old and worn-out canes but 
very little pruning is required the first two years. If occasional canes or stout branches get too tall, prune them to the
